The Bishop of Victoria, as Chair- 
man of the College Committee, ad- 
dressed the gathering, calling their 
attention to the design on the cover 
of the programme, the artistic work 
of Mr, Tso Yih-wa, nephew of Dr. 
S. W, Tso, which depicted a duck 
(bird of good luck in Chinese 
legend) looking in retrospect over 
the 80 years of the existence of 
the College as figured by the letters 
outlined on its bady. 

He then announced that the 
College Extension Fund had been 
increased by the following ‘dona- 
tions: Mrs. Jan See-chin, $2,v00; 
Sir Robert Ho Tung, $1,000; Mr. 
Liu Cheuk-ting, -$1,000; the total 
to date being $17,000. 

They welcomed especially, . the 
Chairman continued, Madame Wu 
Ting-fang, widow of the late Dr. 
Wu Ting-fang, for many years 
Chinese Minister at Washington, 
an old boy of the College and a 
very generous donor to building 
funds. Madame Wo, he believed, 
was over 80 years of age. 

From Shanghai, they had re- 
ceived the following telegram: 
“Long Live our alma mater. St. 
Paul’s Union, Shanghai College.” 


College's 80th Year. 


‘The Bishop said: We meet here 
to-day for a three fold purpose: 
(1) To celebrate the 80th anniver- 
sary of the founding of this 
College; (2) to celebrate the com- 
pletion of twenty-one years’ ser- 
vice of the Rev. A. D. Stewart as 
Principal; and (3) to initiate plans 
for advance for the future. 

After outlining the history of 
lhe College, the Bishop said: 

‘As we consider the future there 
are three problems that have to be 
faced:—(1) The school requires 
room to, expand. (2) More satis- 
factory provision for the congrega- 
tion of St. Paul's Church needs to 
be made—at present there ig no 
parish hall where classes and meet- 
ings can be held. (2) Accommoda- 
tion for the Bishop is required. 
| To tuke the last of these problems 

first. There is obvious need for 
the school to expand into the Ward- 
en's quarters. But no bishop has 
a right to risk leaving himself and 
his successors without a residence. 
The house that the Bishop occupies 
is more than a private concern of 
an individual bishop, it is an offici 
residence and necessary part of a 
bishop’s equipment for his work, 
and more especially in a place like 
J-Hongkong. Here I will only say 
that if this problem of a bishop's 
house could be solved, it would con- 
siderably vase the other two pro- 
blems.

THE WHEAT MARKET 
MANIPULATIONS.

Britain’s agricultgral industry is, 
like that of most other countries, 
‘still in a depressed state, and the 
task of easing the situation .is 
proving extremely difficult. The 
farmers plead for aomé fund of Pro- 
tection, but none of the political 
parties is inclined to resort to this 
method of solving the problem, 
chiefly because it is felt that, whilst 
Protection might very well benefit 
the agriculturist, such benefit could 
only be attained at the expense of 
the consumer. Whilst there are 
many aspects from which this ques- 
tion can be viewed one dominating 
factor of which insufficient account 
is taken is the great change which 
has taken place in the international 
grain trade. During the past week, 
there have been references’ in the 
cables to the steps which the United 
States is taking in order to stabi- 
lise the price of wheat in America. : 
This development is of importance 
as illustrating present-day. ten- 
dencies, Taken in conjunction with 
the operations of the Canadian 
Wheat Pool, it throws some light on 
the gravity of the situation which 
Britain’s wheat-growers are facing.

American internal prices. Nor 
would it meet the ease in which, for 
example, the Canadian Wheat Pool 
found itself temporarily embarrass- 
ed because it was ‘holding stocks too 
long and had to meet temporary 
financial difficulties. In the opinion 
of those who have studied the mat- 
ter disinterestedly; Britain has to 
adjust her import, commercial and 
financial arrangements to an en- 
tirely new situation, As selling has 
become concentrated, buying must 
become concentrated too. That, is

The meeting of M. Briand.and 
Signor Grandi yesterday wis a 
long one, but apart from the brief 
Italian gtatement recording the 
meeting and. M. Briand’s comment 
that the political stage of dis- 
cussion “was not, yet over, no 
public indication was given of 
what took place. 

Chief interest now centres in 
to-morrow’s conversation between 
M. Tardieu, the French Premier, 
and - the British Premier at 
“Chequers. 

One Agreement Reached. . 
- The Times suggests that the 
week-end conversation may, withy| 
out prejudice to Italy’s- parity 
claim, be restricted to determining 
‘the programmes for the next five 
years.’
